FOOD FOR THE FAMILY

F YOU like brains, try these: 
Beef Brains in Corn Patties. 
Remove a slice from the top of large 
corn muffins and remove the centers 
with a spoon, leaving a firm, crisp wall. 
Parboil the brains in acidulated w'uter, 
add them to highly seasoned white 
sauce and fill Hie muffin patties, sprin­ 
kle with grated cheese and place In a 
hot oven to brown well. 


Scotch Hash. 
Chop one onion and cook in a little 
beef drippings, then add cooked meat 
which has been put through a meat 
grinder and one-fourth as much dry 
bread crumbs. 
Moisten with a little 
soup stock if at hand (or water will 
do), season well and iieat very hot in 
an iron frying pan. 


Potato and Ham Croquette#. 
Take three cupfuls of hot riced po­ 
tato, three tablespoonfills of sweet fat, 
salt, pepper to taste, a tablespoonful of 
minced parsley, one cupful of minced 
ham, a few dashes of cayenne and 
celery salt, a teaspoonful of onion 
Juice and the yolk of an egg. Mix and 
shape into balls, roll in egg and crumbs 
and fry antu brown. 


Olive and Oyster Canape. 
Take one cupful of green olives 
atoned, one cupful of oysters, two table­ 
spoonfuls of butter, one of minced 
onion, 
one tablespoonful of finely- 
minced red pepper, one and one-half 
teaspoonfuls of lemon juice, one tea­ 
spoonful of W orcestershire sauce, one- 
half teaspoonful of beef extract. Cook 
butter, olives, pepper and onions and 
one tablespoonful of flour for five 
minutes. 
Parboil the oysters in their 
own liquor, adding water to make a 
cupful. 
Pour the liquor into the flour 
and vegetable mixture, stirring until 
smooth. 
Add the seasoning and oys­ 
ters and serve on squares of buttered 
toast garnished with whole olives. 


Baked Apple Dumplings. 
Cut rich pastry into six-inch squares. 
In Hie center of each place a cored, 
pared apple. 
Fill the centers with 
sugar, cinnamon and a whole clove. 
Wet the edges of the pastry and fold 
over the apple. 
Bake about forty 
minutes in a moderate oven. Tile last 
of the baking brush the tops with white 
of egg and sprinkle with sugar. Serve 
with hard sauce.

Well to Discard Young Cockerels and 
Pullets That Art Slow in G low ­ 
ing and Feathering. 


ture. The yearling liens, or sometimes 
older ones, and the well-developed pul­ 
lets are better for the breeding flock 
because the larger eggs produced will 
bring out larger and stronger chicks. 
Some poultry raisers think that the 
older hens are better than even well- 
grown pullets that are laying full-sized 
eggs. They gay that the germ cell in 
the egg from the older bird is stronger. 
However, eggs from the best pullets 
ordinarily will produce satisfactory 
chicks. 


(Prepared by the Unit od States Department 
of Agriculture.) 
In selecting the future flock it is 
well to discard the young cockerels 
and pullets that are s lo w in growing 
and feiftbering, and also those that 
have crooked beaks, hucks, legs and 
tails. 
The winter flock cf chickens should 
consist only of the hest grown pullets 
of tile year which hold out some pros­ 
pect of “earning their keep.” Culling 
is usually begun in July and August 
by successful poultry raisers, and by 
the end of September all nonproducers 
should he weeded out of the flock, with 
a consequent reduction in the feed 
bill. 
Hens which have been fed for 
more than a year and which molt dur­ 
ing July aud August are likely to lie

Individual s h o r tc a k e s are attractive 
in appearance and easy to serve. 
Tin 
- 
may be cut out with a very 
large 
biscuit 
cutter 
or

squares. Instead of splitting one large 
cooked biscuit, two thinner rounds of 
dough may be baked together, if the 
lower one is first buttered to enable 
the cook to slip them apart. 


The strawberries, after washing and 
hulling, may be cut in 
halves 
and 
sprinkled with sugHr shortly beton' 
the biscuit dough is made. 
A few 
perfect whole berries should be saved 
to decorate the top layer. 
The others 
should be merely cut, not crushed nor 
mutilated. 
Hull and trim a few at a time, drop 
for a moment only Into a bowl of 
clean, cold water, so that the sand 
sinks to the bottom while the fruit 
« floats on top, then skim off Into ti 
colander to drain dry. 
If a whole 
quart of hulled berries Is turned Into 
a nan pf filter some of the berries 
nee dine soft and lose their tine flavor 
before the 
entire quantity 
can 
be 
rinsed and taken out. The sand front 
the upper ones often settles on those 
beneath. 
The same is true when any 
fruit or vegetable is merely put in a 
colander and thrust 
under

water. 
Putting tile shortcake together at 
serving-time is a matter of individual 
preference. 
The dessert will be ex­ 
cellent if it merely consists of the 
split, buttered biscuit covered in the 
center and on top with berries from 
which the fragrant juice is beginning 
to spread. 
Whipped cream, sweetened 
and flavored with vanilla, Is perhaps 
the most quickly prepared finish for 
the shortcake, if there Is plenty of 
cream on hand.

minutes and place on jar.

(With glass top can, put one 
bail in place. 
With screw top jar, 
screw halfway on.) 
If steam-pressure cooker is used, 
place jars in cooker and process quart 
jars 25 minutes.

BREAST PLATE SAVES 
LIFE OF DEER HUNTER 


Was Struck Directly Over the 
Heart by Stray Shot of Care­ 
less Nimrod in Woods. 


A 
home-made, 
improvised 
breast 
plate worn by Col. J. B. Green, a resi­ 
dent of Chelan, Wash., on a recent 
hunting trip was the means of saving 
his life. Today he exhibits a flattened, 
soft-nosed grizzly bear bullet to prove 
the story he relates of being struck di­ 
rectly over the heart by the stray shot 
of a careless deer-slayer. 
Green engaged a sheet metal worker 
to pattern some one-eighth inch steel 
plates the exact size of an old vest. 
After being shaped, flied smooth along 
the edges and bent to match the curves 
of his body Green glued the pieces to 
the woolen vest. 
Although the plate 
weighed 
18 pounds he insisted 
on 
wearing the contraption into the woods. 
The wisdom of the hunch was proved 
when, thine miles from camp and in the 
heart of fine deer and bear country, 
the colonel was nearly knocked over 
by the impact of a spent bullet, which 
flattened itself against his chest pro­ 
tector. 
The bullet, from a heavy 30-30 rifle, 
would easily have punctured the thin 
metal at ordinary range. 
It still had 
enough speed to smear out the size of 
a nickel. 
The crude device which the veteran 
wore has got local nimrods to think­ 
ing aud it is likely that before an­ 
other 
hunting 
season 
rolls 
around 
some Northwest genius will patent a 
well-designed plate stout enough to 
resist bullets and light enough to per­ 
mit being worn without exhausting 
the bearer. 
The chances of a hunter 
being struck in the torso are seven 
times that of the head and three times 
that of the legs or arms, an expert 
has figured.

EGGS AND FOWLS PLENTIFUL 


Storage Houses Are Full and Farmer# 
Have Increased Flocks to 
Unusual Extent. 


(Prepared by the United Staten Department 
of Agriculture.) 
This fall and winter eggs and poul­ 
try will be plentiful and prices should 
be low enough to make them econom­ 
ical. Just now storage houses are full 
of eggs and farmers have increased 
their docks of poultry to an unusual 
extent. Ou August I there were 4,812,- 
248 eases of egg* in storage, which is 
about 35 per cent more than the aver 
age at this season for the last three 
years. 
Eggs start moving out of storage in 
Bummer and the greatest sales of such 
eggs come in fall and early winter. As 
a rule, the hulk of storage eggs are 
sold before the first of January, th* 
activity of the market after that date 
depending on whether the weather is 
severe or mild enough to stimulate egv 
production. 
An -open winter practi­ 
cally eliminates the storage eggs earl. 
in the season. 
But this year, regard 
less of tile state of the weather, eggs 
should be available at very reasonable 
prices from the start. 
Poultry farming, both as a specialty 
and as a side issue on other farms, has 
been one of the best-paying lines of 
agricultural work during the last two 
or three years, which accounts for the 
large supplies on 
hand 
this year. 
Price# to the farmer, however, have

Kid gloves may be cleaned at home 
if one has the time. One method that 
has seemed practical and is recom­ 
mended by clothing specialists of tile 
United States Department of Agricul­ 
ture is to rub the soiled parts of the 
gloves with cornmeal moistened with 
enough gasoline to keep tile meal from 
scratching the gloves, then to dry 
them thoroughly in tile air. 
Another 
method is to shake them up and down 
in a fruit jar partly filled with gaso­ 
line, changing the gasoline until it 
remains clear. Gasoline must always 
be used in the open air, because it is 
very Inflammable and explosive. White 
kid gloves clean more satisfactorily 
than colored ones. 
Washable kid gloves may he cleaned 
by putting them on the hands and 
washing them in lukewarm suds made 
with neutral white soap, rinsing them 
thoroughly and drying them slowly, 
A little talcum rubbed in after the 
gloves are dry restores tile soft finish 
to many kinds of gloves. 
Silk gloves are hest washed in cold 
or lukewarm suds made with good 
white soap or white soap chips; they 
should be well rinsed. 
It Is better to 
wash white silk gloves at night to 
prevent their turning yellow froic th<t 
combined effect of light and moisKvr". 
Cotton fabric gloves may be washed 
in lukewarm suds, rinsed, and hung rn 
the air to dry. 


TREATMENT FER SCALY LEG 


Mix Kerosene and Lard Together and 
Thoroughly Brush Into Cov­ 
ering on Feet. 


One of the most corn mon remedies 
for scaly leg of fowls is to mix to­ 
gether kerosene and lard and thor­ 
oughly brush or rub this into the 
scales covering the foot and shank. It 
is rather harsh treatment, hut will 
cure the trouble lf repeated at inter­ 
vals of a week. 
Some cases will he 
cured with two applications, while 
others may need several. 
Probably tile best remedy is oil of 
caraway. Mix one part of oil of cara­ 
way with five parts of vaseline. This 
material Is very penetrating, but not 
nearly as irritating as kerosene. Rub 
the ointment in the leg and repeat 
every few days until signs of the dis­ 
ease disappear.

We are therefore 
in full sympathy with them in seek­ 
ing to put George W ashington's b irth ­ 
day on the map as national citizen­ 
ship day in the schools of America, 
and we hid them God-speed in this 
noble piece of work.

AGAINST COAST 


Hundreds of Acres Annually Lost 
in Never-Ending Conflict. 


JERSEY COAST SUFFERS MOST 


Land 
Worth 
Millions 
of 
Dollars 
Washed Away on the Coast of New 
Jersey—Whole Eastern 8hore Line 
of America Constantly Being En- 
croached Upon by Ooean Waves— 
: Compensating 
Areas 
Sometimes 
Built Up as Evidence Land Is Not 
Eastlly Conquered. 


The washing away by the sea of 
land worth millions of dollars on the 
coast of New Jersey, pointed to re­ 
cently In the annual report of the di­ 
rector of the United States coast and 
geodetic survey, draws attenton to 
the battle waged year In and year out 
Between sea and land along the entire 
length 
of America’s eastern shore 
line. 
“The truth is that sea and land 
have been foes since the beginning of 
time,” says a bulletin on the same 
subject Issued from the Washington 
(D. O.) headquarters of the National 
Geographic society. 
\ 
"According to the dreams of some 
^physiographers, 
these 
old 
enemies 
will remain such until the last moun­ 
tain pinnacle has been washed down 
and ground to sand, find the victorious 
ocean 
rolls 
unbroken 
around 
the 
world. But whatever may be the out­ 
come millions of years In the future, 
we are now in an era of give and 
take. Many acres—even square miles 
A —of land are lost annually; but com­ 
pensating areas are built up at other 
places." 
Continuing, the bulletin quotes as 
follows from a communication to the 
society by John Oliver La Goree de* 
scribing the “action” In portions of 
the Atlantic sector where the never- 
ending conflict rages most furiously: 


W aves Undermine Nantucket's Cliffs. 
“Looking southward across the east­ 
ern entrance to Nantucket sound, one 
sights Nantucket Island In the dis­ 
tance. 
On the south side of this 
Island the retreat of the cliffs Is often 
as much as six feet a year. 
“Further to the west lies M artha’s 
Vineyard, also an outpost of the land. 
I, 
Here there are rearing ram parts of 
rock a hundred feet high, but even 
they cannot entirely withstand the in- 
* 
cessant attacks of the Indomitable sea. 
“To the southwest of M artha’s Vine­ 
yard lies the desolate Island of ‘No- 
Man’s Land,’ which Is well worthy 
the name It bears. Gradually the sea 
Is tearing away Its vitals, and it Is 
predicted that by the end of the pres­ 
ent century It will disappear beneath 
the waves forever. 
“On the south coast of Long island 
we find beaches and shifting sands. 
Here we get Into more hopeful terri­ 
tory, for the land always has an up­ 
building Oliver for every down-tear­ 
ing Roland the sea may have to 
offer. 
From Shinnecock hay to Fire 
island a rampart of sand some forty 
miles long has been thrown forward 
off the real shoreline, and the sea. 
pounding against this In Its maddest 
fury, encounters a buffer that throws 
Vft back a helpless and exhausted foe. 
Moreover, the sea Is compelled to sur­ 
render captive sands taken up else­ 
where. and these are re-equlpped and 
put into the front trenches of the 
island’s south-sh ore defenses. 
“On the Jersey const Sandy Hook 
%-^Rttands out as an advance guard if 
forces of the land, determined to 
cut through the line of communica­ 
tion of the sea In its drive Into the 
Raritan bay salient. 
“When there Is a deeply Indented 
coast-line, the ocean currents parallel­ 
ing the shores refuse to follow the 
Indentation and cut straight across. 
Striking deeper water, they slow up 
and deliver from bondage the captive 
grains of sand which momentum has 
enabled them to carr* along. 
“Eventually these grains grow Into 
a high submarine ridge, which holds 
up the onrushing waves and forces 
them to give up a sand toll as they 
pass. 
8and Barriers a Protection. 
“The Jersey coast Is full of classic 
examples of the war between the 
land and the sea. 
i 
“At Long Branch one may watt* 
the shifting fortunes of the battle. 
Here, In spite of the most elaborate 
system of breakwaters man has erect­ 
ed, the shore-line Is being led captive 
Inch by Inch. 
But the prisoner sand 
does not remain In captivity. As it is 
being escorted hack of the lines It 
makes a successful dash for liberty 
and rejoins other land units north and 
south of Long Brnnch and aids in a 
counter-attack in those neighborhoods. 
“In the vicinity of Atlantic City the 
sea Is ever striving to gain a foothold: 
hut at present the hest It can do Ut 
to force a shifting of land reserves 
from one side of a salient to another. 
“If the sea In Its warfare against 
the land sometimes ruins a haven of 
A,*refnge, at other times It is compelled 
^ b y tile land to create such a haven. 
’ 
Off the Maryland-Virginia shore lies 
the long, barrier-like Island of Assa- 
teague. 
Once the seaward southern 
point of this Island was only a bare 
lip. 
Gradually, however, the land 
began to force the sea to give It sand, 
I 
and with this it has built a fine hook 
behind which many a mariner seeks 
safety from the fierce nor'easters that 
sweep these coasts.” 


GROUND GRAIN IS ESSENTIAL 


Less W ork Is Required of the Gizzard 
and More Food Can Be Used 
for Flesh and Eggs. 


(Prepared by the United Statea Departm ent 
of Agriculture.) 
A mash composed of ground grains 
or their by-products and some form of 
animal protein is an essential part of 
a ration for both growing chickens and 
laying hens. The reason is that birds

putting on growth or producing eggs 
cannot assimilate enough nutriment 
from whole or cracked grains to sup­ 
ply the maximum need. 
When the 
grain Is ground, little work is required 
of the gizzard, and much more of the 
feed can be used in making flesh or 
egg s. 
The scratch grain part of the ration, 
however, is needed to give the gizzard 
something to do In order to keep the 
birds In health. 
For laying hens the 
scratch grain thrown In the litter pro­ 
vides an Incentive to needed exercise. 
It was once thought that the mash 
should be fed wet to produce tile best 
results, but experiments have proved 
that In spite of the slightly better pal­ 
atability of the wet feed, the conven­ 
ience of feeding it dry overbalances 
any slight gain in production. Feeding 
it dry is now the usual method. 
Di­ 
gestibility is not increased by wetting. 
The principal objection to the wet 
mash is that It requires too much 
labor. It must be moistened, then car­ 
ried to the hens once a day, and the 
troughs must be cleaned after each 
feeding. 
Cleanliness is absolutely es­ 
sential, because Indigestion and diar­ 
rhea will result from feeding in dirty 
troughs. 
On the other hand, the dry 
mash hopper may he tilled once a week 
or even less frequently, and needs no 
further attention. 
Hens do not over­ 
eat of dry mash as they sometimes do 
of wet feed. 


PROPER SIZE OF HEN FLOCK 


N u m b er Which Can Be Kept Most Effi­ 
ciently Will Depend Upon Space 
4 
Available. 


The size of the flock which can be 
kept most efficiently will depend upon 
the space available and upon the 
amount of table scraps ami other 
waste available for feed. It is a mis­ 
take to overstock your land, says the 
United States Department of Agricul­ 
ture. 
Better results will be obtained 
from a few hens in a small yard than 
from a large number. The back-yard 
flock rarely should consist of more 
than 20 or 25 hens, and often of not 
more than eight or ten. 
For 20 or 25 
hens you should have a yard 25 by 80 
feet In size.

United States Border Patrols Are Co- 
Operating in Helping Mexican Banks 
to Retain Coin— Huge Sum s in Gold 
Recently Brought Across Rio Grande 
Into Texas by Airplane—-Violation 
of Both Law s of Mexico and of the 
United States. 


So heavy has withdrawal of gold 
from the banks of the interior of Mex­ 
ico become and so general is the prac­ 
tice of smuggling the coin into the 
United States that customs officials on 
both sides of the boundary have been 
Instructed to maintain an incessant 
watch for gold smugglers. 
Not only 
gold coin but high grade gold bearing 
ore and bullion are said to be brought 
Into this country in large quantities 
by smugglers in violation of the laws 
of both Mexico and the United States. 
The difficulties of the border patrol 
have been multiplied by the free use 
of airplanes by the gold smugglers and 
by many others, particularly dealers 
In opiates and liquor. 
However, Mex­ 
ico is inclined to be more or less com­ 
placent on the subject of liquor and 
opiate smuggling. 
Gold is a different 
matter. The continued exportation of 
the basis of the nation’s finances til 
this or any other country soon would 
leave Mexico In a parlous state. 
To 
say the least, many of Mexico’s finan­ 
cial Institutions are in shaky condi­ 
tion. Bank failures have been numer­ 
ous and the continued withdrawal of 
gold from the banks by the wealthy 
class is an expression of a lack of 
confidence which the government feels 
it cannot countenance. 
Mexican Bankera Helpless. 
Mexican bankers declare themselves 
helpless to stop the heavy withdrawal 
of the coin and bullion by its owners, 
saying that as long as they have It to 
pay the checks of their depositors 
must be honored. 
Recently the pre­ 
sentation of such checks, calling for 
payment In gold, has amounted prac­ 
tically to a “run” at some institutions, 
particularly in tile vicinity of the 
capital. 
Gold or silver bullion is on the free 
list of the United States, no duty 
whatsoever being charged upon its im­ 
portation. 
Gold and silver coin and 
currency of other nations also are ad­ 
mitted free of duty, but if it is to he 
imported in large quantity money of 
any sort must be declared at the port 
of entry. 
Should attem pt be made to 
smuggle It into this country without 
declaring it, money becomes contra­ 
band and is liable to seizure and con­ 
fiscation by the government, lust the 
same as any other type of contraband. 
The Mexican law, however, prohibits 
the taking of gold out of Mexico in 
any form, and silver coin or bullion 
may leave the country only after pay­ 
ing a substantial duty. 
It Is for this 
reason, as well as because of the con­ 
tinuous sapping of tile life-blood of the 
nation’s finances, that Mexico has re­ 
quested and Is receiving, co-operation 
on the part of the United States cus­ 
toms service. 
Brought Across by Plans. 
It was announced recently by Roy 
Campbell, collector of customs at Lare­ 
do, and confirmed by Charles Stevens, 
supervisor of mounted customs Inspec­ 
tors, that huge sums of gold recently 
had 
been brought 
across the Rio 
Grande Into Texas by airplane. 
A re­ 
cent trip, of which the United States 
customs officials are informed, but lack 
sufficient evidence to make arrests, is 
said to have brought more than $50,- 
000 in gold coin into the country. Til® 
plane took on Its precious cargo near 
Nuevo Laredo, Mexico, and flew to the 
vicinity of San Antonio, where the 
money was prepared for shipment and 
sent by some other method to New 
Orleans. 


Burglar Says Dog W as Look-Out. 
A trained dog was used as a look­ 
out by Leon Natoli, who confessed to 
police that he had robbed a hundred 
homes in Seattle, Wash., In a year. 
The dog would stand guard while bls 
master worked inside, the niun told 
police. 
Natoli used a motor truck to 
haul away loot valued at many thou­ 
sands.

Convenient, Sanitary and Inexpenelve 
It Should Be Well Built 
and Located. 


(Prepared by the United States Department 
of Agric ult lire.) 
The dairy house that will fulfill 
sanitary requirements, and at the same 
time be practical and inexpensive, has 
been planned by the United States De­ 
partment of Agriculture. 
Many re­ 
quests are received for information 
concerning the construction and ar­ 
rangement of such buildings. To meet 
this demand the department has drawn 
up plans for dairy houses of various 
sizes 
which 
can 
be 
constructed 
economically. Copies of the plans will 
be sent free to those applying for 
them! 
For a person who is striving to im­ 
prove the quality of his products a 
practical, inexpensive type of dairy 
house, such as that planned by the 
department, Is an absolute necessity. 
Milk that is poured or strained in the 
barn, or allowed to stand there, is 
liable to be contaminated by bacteria 
and to absorb stable odors. As soon 
as the cow’s milk is drawn it should 
be carried to the dairy house, to be 
cooled immediately to SO degrees F. 
or lower. An up-to-date sanitary dairy 
house is provided with all the facilities 
for cooling milk in the most economi­ 
cal manner. 
For convenience the dairy house 
should be near the barn, yet so far 
from It that no barn odors can be 
detected in the house, and should be 
on well-drained land that slopes from 
the house. 
J 
The principal purpose In building 
a dairy house is to provide a place 
where dairy products may be handled 
apart from anything else. 
To carry 
out this Idea It is necessary to divide 
the interior of the building so that the 
utensils do not have to be washed In

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the same room where the milk is 
bandied. Tile idea of absolute clean­ 
liness must always be kept iii mind; 
and for this reason there should be 
no unnecessary ledges or rough sur­ 
faces on which dirt may lodge. Venti­ 
lators are necessary to keep the air 
in the milk room fresh and free from 
all odors, and to carry steam away 
from the wash room. Windows are of 
great importance, as they admit sun­ 
light and fresh air, and facilitate work. 
In summer the doors and windows 
should be screened to exclude Hies 
and other insects. 
It is necessary that there be a plenti­ 
ful supply of cold, running water at 
the dairy house. If it is not possible 
to have a regular water system, water 
may be piped from an elevated tank 
by an engine, wind mill, hand pump, 
or hydraulic ram. The dairyman can 
ill afford to spend his time carrying 
water in a pail to cool milk and wash 
utensils. 
For the proper sterilization of uten­ 
sils an abundance of steam or hot 
water is needed. A pail or can may 
appear to be clean and still may con­ 
tain numerous bacteria which will 
hasten the souring of milk, cause bad 
flavor in butter and cheese, or spread 
contagion. 
After the utensils are 
thoroughly clean they should be either 
scalded with boiling water or steamed. 
The dairy house should be so built as 
to economize labor to the greatest ex­ 
tent. To do this the building must be 
arranged to avoid unnecessary steps. 
The equipment of the dairy house 
consists of a to 2 horsepower 
vertical boiler which supplies steam to 
the sink and to the steam jet in the 
drain board, a galvanlzed-iron wash 
sink, a can rack, a Babcock tester, a 
concrete cooling tank, a milk cooler, 
and milk scales. 
A separator may 
also be located in the milk room. De­ 
tails of the construction and arrange­ 
ment of this and other dairy houses 
may he had by writing to the bureau 
of animal industry, United States De­ 
partment of Agriculture, Washington, 
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Most Profitable Cow. 
A dairy cow which produces 300 
pounds of butter fat in one year makes 
three times as much profit as one 
which produces 150 pounds.
